ACCOMPLISHMENTS AND NEW HORIZONS 


January is a month of new horizons and 
goals. But it can also be a wonderful month 
to take a look back and see all of the 
accomplishments that proceeded in the 
past year. 

Our most exciting accomplishment, the 
new Lake Station-New Chicago Branch 
Library was completed in November and 
was able to celebrate with an 
open house that involved the 
whole community. The event 
^^pn with a flag ceremony by 
American Legion, Post 100 and 
Post 454, along with the VFW 
Post 9323. Saxophonist Mark 
Vargas played the National Anthem while 
the flag was raised into the sunshine. Mayor 
Shirley Wadding spoke and over 150 
people came to share the joy! 

There are also many things to look 
forward to in the New Year! First, the Lake 
County Public Library Foundation will 
conduct the annual Read-A-Thon, 
scheduled to begin on January 14. This 
project encourages local schools and their 
students to participate in a six-week reading 
program to benefit the library, the school, 
and in the long term, the students. Each 
child participates by seeking sponsors and 
then reading as many books as possible 
within the six weeks. In the spring, the 
top winners are invited to a breakfast, along 
their school principal and school 
^mrian. Trophies are given to all students 
who raised money for the program. Gift 
cards from book stores are given to the 



top students, placing 1" through 8*^ place. 
Participating schools receive one-third of 
the total monies raised by their students for 
their library. Last year 1,124 students 
participated and over $19,000 was returned 
to the participating schools! 

The Library Foundation’s annual Literary 
Tea is scheduled for Saturday, April 26. 

This event has drawn a huge 
interest within the community. It 
is a wonderful catered event full 
of laughter, relaxation, prizes, 
and of course, a delightful 
presenter. This year the library 
is very excited to welcome South 
Shore Arts’ Executive Director John Cain! 
So keep an eye out for flyers and 
advertisements in the paper. If you would 
like an invitation sent to you directly, please 
call the library at 769-3541, extension 315. 

Don’t forget that the lifrraiy will also team 
up with the American Red Cross for our 
third annual summer blood drive on 
Wednesday, June 18. Last year the library 
collected 28 units of blood, which means 
that up to 84 lives were saved! We hope to 
do better in 2008.

MARTIN LUTHER KING JR. 

Bom January 15,1929 in Atlanta, Georgia, Martin Luther King 
Jr. devoted his life to promoting civil rights and social justice for 
all Americans, but especially for the African Americans who had 
lived without them for so long. A Baptist pastor and doctor of 
theology; co-founder of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference; one of the leaders of the March on Washington in 
1963 which raised public awareness of the civil rights movement 
and led to the landmark Civil Rights Act of 1964; one of 
America’s greatest orators, as demonstrated by his famous “I 
Have a Dream” speech delivered at the time of the March; and 
Time magazine’s Man ofthe Year in 1963, Martin Luther King Jr. 
became the youngest winner of the Nobel Peace Prize in 1964 at 
the age of 35 for his efforts to end racial discrimination and 
segregation through non-violent means. On April 4,1968, King 
was assassinated in Memphis, Tennessee, the victim of the 
hatred he had spent his life combating. A true American hero, 
King was the recipient of innumerable honors and awards, 
culminating in the establishment of Martin Luther King Day as 
a national holiday in 1986.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

Born February 12, 1809, in Hardin County, Kentucky, 
Abraham Lincoln grew up on the Indiana frontier. He became 
the 16th president of the United States (March 4, 1861- 
April 15,1865) and was the first to be assassinated (on 
Good Friday, April 14, 1865, at Ford’s Theatre at 
Washington, DC). His presidency was completely 
dominated by the Civil War. One of the great highlights of 
this bitter peri^ was his Emancipation Proclamation freeing 
the slaves, issued January 16,1863, though they did not 
actually become free until April, 1865, after the War had 
been fought and won by the Union. His Gettysburg Address 
of November 19,1863, with its commitment to democracy, 
is one of the classic speeches of all time. His proclamation 
of October 3,1863, inaugurated an annual national day of 
Thanksgiving on the last Thursday of November. One of 
history’s truly great men, Lincoln’s birthday is observed as 
a part of Presidents’ Day in most states, though the actual 
day, February 12, remains a legal holiday in Illinois.

As this new service begins, a librarian 
will be available to answer questions on 
weekdays from 2-6 p.m. When the Ask 
LCPL times expand, a message will be 
added to the librar/s homepage. 

The librarians of Ask LCPL hope 
patrons will use the chat box for quick 
questions that they have when they are 
at their computer.

Born in Scotland on April 21, 1838, John Muir 
immigrated with his family to Wisconsin in 1849. After 
graduating from the University of Wisconsin, Muir 
worked as an industrial engineer in Indianapolis, but 
after an accident nearly cost him his eye, he decided to 
leave that career and enroll himself in ‘the university of 
the wilderness.” He started out by walking 1,000 miles 
from Indiana to the Gulf of Mexico, and finally ended up 
in San Francisco in 1868. His first glimpse of the 
Yosemite Valley in Northern California fuelled his 
enthusiasm for nature and his desire to preserve it, and 
he became one of the most effective advocates ever for 
conservation, especially forest conservation. Largely 
thanks to his efforts, Sequoia and Yosemite National 
Parks were established in 1890, and thirteen other 
national forests were set aside in 1897. Muir Woods 
National Monument is named in his honor. Earth Day, 
launched in 1970, is celebrated every year on the day 
after his birthday (April 22).

AUDREY HEPBURN 

One of the most popular film actresses of all time, Audrey 
Hepburn was bom Edda Van Heemstra Hepbum-Rusten 
on May 4, 1929, near Brussels, Belgium. Her father was 
an English banker and her mother was a Dutch baroness. 
After her father abandoned the family, her mother moved 
Audrey and her two half brothers to the neutral Netherlands, 
where they suffered considerable hardship during World 
War II when that nation was invaded by Germany. After 
the war, Audrey studied ballet, but, considered too tall to be 
successful in that profession, she turned to modeling and 
then to acting. Her role in the film Gigi, which was given 
her at the insistence of its author, Colette, made her a star, 
but it was her fragile, classic beauty and radiant, gracious 
personality that made her beloved. She made 26 movies 
during her career, winning an Oscar (for Roman Holiday) 
and, subsequently, four Oscar nominations. In her later 
years, she served as spokesperson for the United Nations 
Childrens Fund, tirelessly traveling worldwide to raise money 
for that organization. She died January 20, 1993, at her 
home in Switzerland.

PAUL GAUGUIN 

Bom in Paris, France, on June 7, 1848, Eugene Henri 
Paul Gauguin was the son of a French journalist and a 
Peruvian mother. From 1865 to 1871 he served as a 
seaman in both the merchant marine and the French 
navy; then he became a successful stockbroker until 
1883, when a burgeoning enthusiasm for Impressionistic 
art caused him to leave his career and devote himself to 
painting. Atrip to Martinique in 1887 sparked in Gauguin 
a passion for the tropics, and the receipt of a grant from 
the French government to paint Tahitian customs allowed 
him to move to Papeete in 1891 . His painting style, which 
emphasized bright, unrealistic colors and flat planes, 
had its origin during trips to Brittany between 1886-1890 
and became fully developed in Tahiti. He appreciated 
the “primitive* warmth and vitality, unspoiled by Western 
civilization, he found there, and with simplified forms and 
brilliant colors he sought to celebrate these qualities in 
his paintings. He died on May 8,1903 on the island of 
Hiva Oa in the Marquesas.

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For almost 50 years, Lake County Public 
Library has shared its entire collections 
among all its locations using requests, 
daily delivery, and floating collections. 
On the rare occasion that our library is 
unable to fulfill a request, interlibrary loan 
is the answer. Lake County Public Library 
has offered intertibrary loan service to its 
resident patrons for decades, yet many 
patrons know little about it. Hopefully, 
that's about to change! Wikipedia offers 
^s explanation; ‘Intertibrary loan is a 
Bvice whereby a user of one library 
can borrow books, videos, DVDs, sound 
recordings, microfilms, or receive photo¬ 
copies of articles in magazines that are 
owned by another library. Sometimes 
for a small fee, or possibly for no cost, 
a library that has the item will loan or 
copy it, and the item is transported to the 
requestor's library to be checked out or 
used only within the library." 


How do you initiate an ILL request? One 
way is to simply ask a librarian for assis¬ 
tance. Another option is to do the legwork 
yourself. If the item you want is unavail¬ 
able at Lake County Public Library, you 
may search WorldCat, the world's largest 
network of library content and services. 
And best of all, WorldCat is just a click 
away... the link appears on Lake County 
Public Library's website. WorldCat lets 
you search the collections of libraries 
in your community and thousands more 
around the world. Once you've located 

( e item, a librarian will gladly assist you 
I filling out a special ILL request form. 
ie rest is handled by our ILL Department 
whose job is to locate a library willing to 
lend the item and then see that it gets to 
the patron. 


Intertibrary loan service exists because 
thousands of libraries have formed 
voluntary associations with each other 
to provide a combined online catalog 
of items owned by all member librar¬ 
ies. Lake County Public Library, as a 
member of OCLC (Online Computer 
Library Center), both requests and loans 
hundreds of items annually. In 2007, a 
total of 5,553 ILL items were checked 
out by patrons. While the vast majority 
of these items were books (5,078), audio 
and video items were also among the 
items requested by patrons. According to 
Sally Taylor, ILL Clerk, patrons’ requests 
have been filled by libraries from as far 
away as Car)ada, Denmark, and South 
Africa. Here’s a little known fact: LCPL 
librarians who lead monthly book discus¬ 
sions in several branches throughout the 
library system also request books via 
ILL (often that's how we’re able to have 
an adequate number of copies available 
for patrons who participate in the book 
discussions). 

In these times of scaled-back property 
tax revenues for Indiana libraries, ILL 
service is more important than ever. As 
budgets for library materials shrink. Lake 
County Public Library will continue to rely 
on the cooperative network established 
during the 1980's in order to fill patrons' 
requests. So... whether you’re on the 
trail of a once popular title or a title that's 
more obscure, interlibrary loan may very 
well provide the solution!

AMELIA EARHART 

Standing her ground at a stunt-flying exhibition as a plane 
swooped by her, young Amelia Earhart later recalled 
thinking that “I did not understand it at the time, but I 
believe that littie red airplane said something to me as it 
swished by," and later, during her first plane ride at the 
age of 23, “by the time I had got two or three hundred 
feet off the ground, I knew I had to fly." She took flying 
lessons, bought her own plane, and embarked on a re- 
cord-setting career: first woman to fly across the Atlantic 
Ocean alone; first woman to receive the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, awarded by the U.S. Congress; first person 
to fly solo across the Pacific from Honolulu to Oakland, 
CA. In 1937, nearing the age of 40, she embarked on the 
greatest challenge of her career: first woman to fly around 
the world, a journey of 29,000 miles. With all but 7,000 
miles completed, her plane disappeared, and despite the 
largest air and sea rescue operation in naval history, no 
trace of her was ever found. Amelia Earhart wili always be 
remembered for her courage, vision, and groundbreaking 
achievements both in aviation and for women.

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Adult Literacy Program 


For years Northwest Indiana has been 
a place for immigrants to begin a new 
life in the United States. People come 
from all over the world to join other 
family members or to begin a new life 
with a heartfelt expectation of a better 
life for their children. Some arrive with 
very good English language skills, while 
others begin their new life barely speak¬ 
ing or understanding English. Being a 
community library we want our programs 
to be available to all members of the 
^pimunity; one way we do this is to 
wer English language classes. These 
classes are called English as a Second 
Language (ESL). We currently offer four 
different levels of classes. The first class 
is for people who do not speak any or 
very little English. The next class level 
is beginning, which requires the stu¬ 
dents understand spoken English and 
are just beginning to read and write in 
English. We also offer Intermediate and 
Advanced classes for those who feel 
ready for a bit more of a challenge. 


The Adult Literacy program also pro¬ 
vides one-on-one tutoring for English 
speaking adults who are not reading at 
the level they would like. The library isn’t 
fun if you struggle to read. We under¬ 
stand how difficult it is to come fonward 
and request help, thus we provide safe 
one-on-one tutoring sessions for these 
adults. Currently all of our classes are 
offered free of charge. 

^£n average we have 25 to 35 students 
evening the classes are held. The 
population is incredibly diverse creating 
an additional level of cultural intrigue 
for the tutors and students. One of our 


students said it best, “It is magical to 
see people from all over the world shar¬ 
ing, and talking English.” One class I 
observed had students who spoke Ser¬ 
bian, Arabic, Chinese, Bengali, Polish, 
Portuguese, and Spanish. This requires 
our tutors use a total immersion style of 
instruction. We actually have tutors who 
speak as many as five languages, but 
no one can speak them all. 

This wonderful program would not be 
possible without our incredibly commit¬ 
ted volunteers. These individuals take 
time out of their own busy lives to help 
others improve their English language 
skills. These hard working adults at¬ 
tend training classes, observe other 
veteran tutors, assist other tutors and 
when ready take on the lead tutor role. 
The tutors are a collection of retired 
teachers, former students, retired mill 
workers, nurses, homemakers, and 
more. Most importantly they need to be 
very dedicated, respectful, and patient 
while not forgetting to have fun. It is very 
important to maintain a fun and playful 
atmosphere, since most of the students 
arrive after a hard day at work or taking 
care of a family.

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JULIA CHILD 

Chef, author, and television personality Julia Child 
was America’s first celebrity chef. She was bom in 
Pasadena, California on August 15,1912; graduated 
from Smith College in 1934; and joined the Office of 
Strategic Services at the outbreak of World War II 
(she hoped to work as a spy). In 1946 she married 
fellow OSS employee Paul Child and subsequently 
moved with him on assignment to Paris. There, a 
growing appreciation for French food prompted her 
to enroll at Le Cordon Bleu and later, with two fellow 
students, to form her own cooking school, L’Ecole 
des Trois Gourmandes. Upon the Childs’ return to 
the United States, Julia published Mastering the Art 
of French Cooking, an immediate success. In 1963, 
she began a weekly half-hour cooking program. The 
French Chef, which proved even more popular than 
her book, winning a Peabody Award in 1965 and an 
Emmy Award in 1966. Further appearances, articles, 
books, awards, and honors followed, including in 2000 
the Legion d’Honneur, her beloved France’s highest 
honor. She has probably done more for French-style 
food preparation than anyone else in history, but her 
primary goal was to instill in the public an appreciation 
for wholesome, well-prepared food; to savor food is 
to savor life.

JESSE OWENS 

The celebration of the 2008 Olympics just concluded is an 
appropriate time to remember one of the greatest Olympians 
and American athletes of all time, Jesse Owens. 

James Cleveland Owens was bom on September 12,1913, 
in Oakville, Alabama, the youngest of 10 children. A sensa¬ 
tion in track and field in high school and then at Ohio State 
University, where he broke three world records and tied 
a fourth in the space of 45 minutes, he entered the 1936 
Olympics held in Berlin, Germany. Though the Nazis had 
hoped to prove Aryan supremacy by the superior prowess 
of German athletes, after the African American Jesse won 
four gold medals, even Hitler was cheering for him. 

Jesse continued to run professionally, and later started his 
own public relations firm. He was a firm believer that athletic 
competition, clean living, and fair play could help solve racial 
and political problems. In 1976 he was awarded the Presi¬ 
dential Medal of Freedom by President Gerald Ford. He 
died at Tucson, Arizona, on Mar 31,1980, an acknowledged 
master of the spirit, as well as the mechanics of sport.

JAMES HERRIOT 

James Herriot was bom James Alfred Wight in Sunderland. 
England, on October 3,1916, but his family moved to Glasgow, 
Scotland, shortly thereafter. He graduated from Glasgow Vet¬ 
erinary College in 1939 at the age of 23, and the following year 
he joined the Yorkshire practice of J. Donald Sinclair located 
in Thirsk, not far from the Dales of Yorkshire. Except for the 
years he spent in the Royal Air Force during World Wbr II, he 
remained there for the rest of his life. In 1966 he began to write 
about his experiences as a country vet. and In 1970 tf Only 
They Could Talk (entitled All Creatures Great and Small in 
the U.S.) was published. This was the first in the enormously 
popular and beloved series of books which made James Herriot 
one of the fbrenrK)st best-selling authors in both the U.S. and 
Britain, and which were adapted into two films and a 1978 BBC 
TV series. Despite his success he continued practicing with his 
colleague Donald until his death in 1995. He received many 
awards, including the Order of the British Empire in 1979, but 
his greatest legacy is the concern for animals and the sheer 
enjoyment in reading about them his books have inspired. Many 
of his readers have chosen to become vets themselves!

DANIEL BOONE 

Daniel Boone was bom on November 2.1734. near present-day 
Reading, Pennsylvania, one of 11 children of a family of Quaker 
farmers. At age 12. Daniel began hunting and developing the 
woodland skills that eventually ledlilm to devote his life to the 
exploration of his country. He surveyed and helped build the 
Wilderness Road, gateway to the West for great numbers of 
settlers. He was a crack shot, saving many from Indian attacks 
with his favorite rifle, Tick-LIcker. Still, he was interested in 
and sympathetic to the Indians, particularly the Shawnee, who 
adopted him, giving him the name “Big Turtle." In fact, so close 
were his ties to his adopted people that many of his co-leaders 
on the frontier during the American Revolution suspected him of 
treasonous sympathy with the Indians. Because of his lengthy 
hunting and trapping expeditions he gained a reputation as a 
solitary misanthrope, but in reality he was devoted to his wife 
Rebecca and their 10 children. He died on September 26,1820, 
in St. Charles County, Missouri, at the age of 85, continuing 
to hunt and explore until the very end. Daniel Boone Is one of 
America’s best-known heroes, embodying such frontier virtues 
as love of adventure, reverence for the wilderness, and bravery 
in the face of misfortune.

What would Christmas be without A Christmas Carol? 
This most memorable Christmas tale of all time truly cap¬ 
tures the spirit of the holiday. Its author, Charles Dickens, 
bom in 1812, is considered the greatest novelist of the 
Victorian period and one of the most popular writers of all 
time.
